HISTORICAL buildings are in dan¬ 
ger, and the council can do 
little to save them, says a new report. 

Listed buildings on the Heritage at Risk 
Register are in disrepair, and some are deteri¬ 
orating rapidly, but a Canterbury council 
report has said budget cuts mean there is lit¬ 
tle the organisation can do to help. 

The register lists 19 buildings as either at 
immediate risk or in slow decay, including 
14th century Horton Manor Chapel, 15th cen¬ 
tury Upper Hardres Tithe Bam and a number 
of ancient buildings in the city centre. 

Four of the buildings are listed as at imme¬ 
diate risk. These are 2 The Borough, costing 
£250,000 to save; 7 St Margaret’s Street, cost¬ 
ing £500,000; Greyfriars Monastery at 
£100,000 and monuments in the cathedral 
precincts at £150,000. 

In the report, David Kincaid, leader of the 
council’s conservation and countryside team, 
said: “Due to limitations of staff time and 
available budgets, it is not feasible to proac¬ 
tively tackle all of the assets at risk. 

“The conservation surveyor who dealt with 
this was made redundant in 2009. The conser¬ 
vation grant budget for the repair of listed 
buildings is £20,000 per annum and is not suf¬ 
ficient to tackle the major repair of the assets 
at risk. 

“The costs of repairing the four highest pri¬ 
ority heritage assets would be in the order of 
£1 million. Dealing with heritage at risk is an

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Pen-wielding potter 
is overwhelmed by 
reaction to his book

IF YOU’RE a fan of 
the literary talents of 
Edmund de Waal, 
prepare to be disap¬ 
pointed - he will not 
be releasing another 
book any time soon. 

But then that’s not really 
surprising when you consider 
the Costa Book Prize winner 

is, by his own admission, nothing 
more than a potter who wrote a book. 

His book, The Hare with Amber 
Eyes, tells how a collection of 264 
Japanese netsuke figurines ended 
up in his possession, and how they 
relate to the history of his family 

“My only aim was to get the book 
published so my family could enjoy 

it, ” admitted Mr de Waal, who went 
to school in Canterbury “I had no 
expectations at all that it would 
receive so much attention. I’m com¬ 
pletely overwhelmed by it all. 

“It’s obviously a very different 
experience writing something over 
many years to making a pot, and 
I’m still trying to work out what 
winning this prize means to me. I 
will do more in the future but don’t 
expect one for at least another 10 
years. I’m just a potter who wrote a 
book, and that’s it.” 

The figurines are intricately- 
carved wood and ivory toggles tradi¬ 
tionally used to fasten purses to 
kimonos - which he inherited from 
his great uncle. 

However, his attempts to find out 
about their past unearthed some 
horrific tales of how the objects sur¬ 
vived when many other possessions

of his Jewish ancestors - persecuted 
through generations - were stolen. 

“Once I started writing the book I 
felt like I had a responsibility to my 
family to finish it,” said Mr de Waal. 

“But even though it covers some 
important and terrible moments in 
European history, it’s also very 
much about the touch and feel of 
these beautiful objects and how 
intricately made they all were.” 

The son of a former dean of 
Canterbury Cathedral, 46-year-old 
Mr de Waal was educated at the 
city’s King’s School and later served 
as an apprentice potter under one of 
its ex-teachers, Geoffrey Whiting. 

The Hare with Amber Eyes won 
the Costa Book Prize in the biogra¬ 
phy category, with the overall win¬ 
ner due to be announced on 
Tuesday, January 25. 

So how does Mr de Waal rate his 
chances of picking up the accolade? 

“I’ve no chance at all,” he said. 
“But I don’t care. All the other 
authors are wonderful people and 
deserve to win. I’ve already got 
more than I thought possible.” 


Motorists warned 
of delays as urgent

Kent Highway services are patch¬ 
ing the pockmarked carriageway 
before it becomes hazardous to driv¬ 
ing and several damaged and miss¬ 
ing chevron signs will be replaced, 
weather permitting. 

One lane will remain open heading 
into Birchington, but Canterbury- 
bound traffic will be diverted along 
Seamark Road and onto the A299 
Thanet Way via Monkton roundabout.

A rescue helicopter from Leigh-on-

find the man. 

He was later found safe in London.

THE new year promises to be 
incredibly exciting, with the culmi¬ 
nation of projects which will change 
Canterbury for the better. 

To dispel the winter blues, here is a peek at 
the newsroom diary and all the most hotly- 
anticipated events. 

Local elections 

The district gets the chance to keep or get rid 
of its city councillors on Wednesday, May 5. The 
predominantly Conservative district council, 
which covers Canterbury, Whitstable, Heme 
Bay and the surrounding villages, only has two 
Labour councillors. 

In the past Lib Dem-Labour coalitions have 
taken control of the council, but with the Lib 
Dems aligning with the Tories in parliament 
the outcome could be unusual. This is also the 
day of the voting system referendum. 

West Gate Towers 

Previously doomed to closure by the council, 
the West Gate Towers museum has been given 
a lifeline by benefactor Charles Lambie and is 
due to re-open in May. 

The new museum will boast weekly tmmpet 
fanfares from the roof, a cafe and even more to 
look at. As well as the murder holes and battle¬ 
ments, there will now be the chance to see the 
untouched prison next door. 

A2 slip road 

Heralded by many as a relief for Canterbury’s 
congestion problems, the new slip road between 
the A28 at Wincheap and the A2 London-bound 
is due to be completed in the early summer.

The £2million project was at risk from fund¬ 
ing cuts but Kent County Council considered it 
important enough to save from the axe. Drivers 
in the area will no longer have to travel through 
Canterbury in order to get to London. 

Marlowe Theatre 

One of the most hotly-anticipated events of 
2011, the new Marlowe Theatre will open in 
September - in time for Canterbury Festival. 

The main auditorium boasts an extra 200 
seats, there is an second theatre for smaller 



productions and a light and airy foyer and bar, 
courtesy of architect Keith Williams. 

Heme Bay sports 

The town’s regeneration is getting well under 
way this year with new sports facilities at the 
Herons Swimming Pool and at Heme Bay 
High. 

The school will get a massive arena to take 
over from the Pier Sports Centre, which is due 
to be removed from the Regency structure. The 
new facilities will be opening in the autumn.

important function of the council in 
preserving heritage assets.” 

Other heritage assets at risk 
include mins of St Augustine’s 
Abbey inside the cathedral 
precincts; 28-29 High Street; 27 St 
Dunstan’s Street; the Tannery 
buildings on Stour Street; a fisher¬ 
man’s store in Whitstable; an 
ancient burial mound in Adisham 
and 96 High Street in Bridge. 

Paul Bennett, director of 
Canterbury Archaeological Trust, 
said: “The council has been gradu¬ 
ally withdrawing from conserva¬ 
tion for at least 10 years. 

“There was a time when 
Canterbury was held up as the 
example for how having a strong 
conservation section improved the 
image of a city. 

“Canterbury has always traded 
on its heritage. People will always 
come to Canterbury because of 
where it is and what it is. 

“These buildings are an eyesore. 
They detract from the greater part 
of the city. A street becomes con¬ 
taminated by a building that is not 
being properly maintained. It dam¬ 
ages the image of the city. 

“The city council should use local 
expertise and volunteers more 
effectively. It is a win-win situation 
- volunteers enjoy volunteering 
and we reap the benefits of their 
enjoyment.” 


MP Julian Brazier has asked for a 
meeting with the chief executive of 
East Kent Hospitals over the 
“extremely worrying” closure of 
Canterbury’s birthing unit. 

The Canterbury and Whitstable 
MP has said he is deeply concerned 
over the threat to the birthing centre 
at the Kent and Canterbury Hospital 
in the city and has asked to speak 
to chief executive Staurt Bain about 
the plans. 

The East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Foundation Trust, 
which deals with hospitals, and pri¬ 
mary care tmst NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent, which deals with other 
health services, are planning to radi¬ 
cally overhaul maternity services 
across east Kent as part of a five- 
month review. 

The plan will see birthing centres 
close at three hospitals, including 
Canterbury hospital, which is sus¬ 
pending the service from this month. 

Mr Brazier said: “At a time when 
birth rates are rising, it is extremely 
worrying that services are being cut, 
since this could mean some women 
will not get the care they need. 

“The Canterbury birthing unit has 
an outstanding record for safe and 
intervention-free births and I have

asked the chief executive of the East 
Kent Hospitals Trust to meet me as 
soon as possible to discuss the impli¬ 
cations of the review.” 

The news that birthing centres will 
be closing comes as Canterbuiy is 
named Britian’s third most fertile 
city by parenting website 
Gurgle.com. The website based its 
study on the number of pregnancies 
by population and the average time 
taken to conceive. 

Pregnancies are up 2.7 per cent 
compared with last year.

THE Queen has awarded new 
year honours to the chief execu¬ 
tive of Canterbury council and the 
chairman of Littleboume council. 

Colin Carmichael, who has worked for 
councils for 36 years, was awarded a highly 
prestigious OBE for services to local govern¬ 
ment. He has been chief executive of Canter¬ 
bury council for 14 years. He previously 
worked in Camden and Hackney councils. 

Mr Carmichael said: “My immediate reac¬ 
tion was that somebody was setting me up 
and it was a bit of a scam. 

“I was very pleased but part of me was 
always thinking why I did get this when I am 
sure lots of other people who deserve it 
haven’t. But it is lovely and my family are 
very pleased.” 

Mr Carmichael started working in local 
government in an attempt to do his bit. He 
said: “Part of the fun of being in Canterbury 
is that it is very much a community. 

“I was wondering the other day why it was 
I wanted to do work in local government. My 
parents suggested things like being a barris¬ 
ter, which at the time I thought was outra¬ 
geous as it didn’t contribute to society. 

“I am still here, so it was the right decision 
for me and I love doing it.” 

And the chief executive said the area has 
meant he has enjoyed his job. He said: “I love 
working here - it is a great place to be. 

“There is virtually no other council in the 
country that has got a world heritage site, 
two big coastal towns, the education, tourists 
and a city with an identifiable name like 
Canterbury. It is important to be able to iden¬ 
tify with the place and feel proud of it. 

“It is much more varied than being in a 
similar type of council where you just make 
sure the bins get collected. 

“That is very important, but here we do so 
much more than that. We build theatres and 
do things in Whitstable and Heme Bay. 

“Canterbury always has been an incredibly 
ambitious council, and it is huge fun working 
with councillors who want to make things 
better. It suits me down to the ground.” 

Vivienne Spratt, chairman of Littleboume 
parish council, was awarded an MBE in the

Mrs Spratt also trained to be a youth work¬ 
er and worked to get a children’s centre built 
in the village. 

She said: “I have been very active and 
somebody must have recognised it and put 
me up for the MBE. I am a busy lady. We 
have got a really good community here.” 


Driving mobile users are 
told: You will be caught 


MOTORISTS who flout mobile phone and 
seat belt laws are being targeted by mobile 
speed camera vans. 

The Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership have found that drivers are 
increasingly using their mobile phones to 
text, tweet and update their facebook sta¬ 
tus whilst driving. 

In Canterbury and across Kent the 
organisation is putting up boards to warn 
motorists they can be caught for seat belt 
and phone driving offences by ordinary 
speed camera vans. 

According to the partnership, 29 people 
were killed or seriously injured at crash 
hotspots in the Canterbury district before 
speed cameras were installed, but in 2006- 
8 this fell to two people killed or seriously 
injured in the same places. 


Small companies put at 
risk by increase in VAT 

BUSINESS leaders have warned of the 
detrimental impact the VAT rise will have 
on small firms, with many expected to inc¬ 
rease prices to cope with financial pressures. 

It comes just weeks after heavy snow 
caused a slump in Christmas sales figures, 
with a predicted loss of around £600 million 
to the South East economy. 

The rise in fuel prices is also expected to 
have an immediate impact on commerce 
and industry as companies battle to absorb 
increased costs. 

Small firms are forecast to fare worst 
after the 2.5 per cent VAT rise to 20 per cent 
was introduced by the Coalition. 

The Federation of Small Businesses said 
that, unlike the big companies, smaller 
firms may have to pass the cost onto cus¬ 
tomers, reduce stock levels or cut jobs. 
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Tuition fees sit-in is over 

STUDENTS who staged a four-week sit-in 
over Christmas at the University of Kent to 
protest against higher tuition fees have left. 

The group occupied the university’s Senate 
building at the Canterbury campus on 
Wednesday, December 8, 2010. The six pro¬ 
testers left peacefully at 2pm on Wednesday, 
January 5, but vowed to continue campaigning. 

The students said they spent most of the 
Christmas period without heating, and had 
to live off food parcels passed to them via the 
security officers guarding the building. 

The six were demanding the University of 
Kent and its vice-chancellor, Julia Good- 
fellow, publicly condemn the government’s 
plans to cut higher education funding and 
raise tuition fees. They also insisted the vice- 
chancellor retract her support for a letter she 
signed which was published in the Daily 
Telegraph. This opposed the cuts but supported 
Government plans for university funding. 


Bounce for spine charity 

PHYSIOTHERAPISTS are hoping to break 
a record and raise funds for spinal research 
by bouncing on exercise balls. 

Health professionals from Canterbury’s 
Chaucer Hospital are planning to go to the 
Kingsmead Leisure Centre and join the 
world’s largest exercise ball class, which will 
involve up to 700 people simultaneously 
exercising on gym balls at sports centres 
across the South East. 

The attempt will help Spinal Research - a 
charity which funds research into medical 
treatments for paralysis.

A MAN has been charged with causing death 
by careless driving in the accident which 
killed 16-year-old Tom Brenchley. 

Gareth Jones, 48, of Hill View Road, 
Whitstable, was charged on Thursday, 
January 6, following the fatal smash on the 
A299 Thanet Way near Dargate on July 27, 
last year. Moped rider Tom Brenchley from 
Hemhill died in a London hospital the day 
after the crash.

BACK in the late Fifties my namesake 
Harold coined the phrase “You’ve never 
had it so good” and, in retrospect, how 
right he was. 

Yes, he was a public-school educated Tory patrician, 
but nevertheless would have struggled to gain accept¬ 
ance by Blair, Mandelson and so-called New Labour 
with their penchant for privatisation, PFI (that went 
well didn't it?) and Mandy being “intensely relaxed” 
about people becoming filthy rich. 

“Selling off the family silver” was how he described 
Maggie Thatcher’s privatisations of the 1980s. 

Only those of my generation will remember the hal¬ 
cyon days when British Rail ran the railways, and the 
so-called utilities were run by British Gas, Seeboard 
and the GPO. 

And there was a mining industry with vibrant com¬ 
munities where the coal was dug out of the ground. 

I have a notice on my door addressed to energy 
salesmen. Two words - the second is 'off. Of course 
we grumbled about British Rail, but, whatever its 
faults, it wasn’t simply a vehicle to rip off the con¬ 
sumer to make profits for shareholders and directors. 

I am no xenophobe, but most utilities now have for¬ 
eign owners, as indeed do football clubs and most 
multinationals. When I went to school, I was told it 
was good that Britain had lots of foreign investments 
and the dividends were flooding into this country. 

Now, if a Korean or Indian company buys a firm 


work that one out. 

When I left school in 1958, having no vocation, I 
became a bank clerk and joined the Young Socialists. 
There was no unemployment then. 

Those who went to the village secondary school 
either became a nurse at the local mental hospital or 
worked at the paper mill, also in the village. 

I was vice-president of Folkestone Young Socialists. 
My friend, also a clerk, was the president. In truth 
there were only about five of us, but we thought “from 
each according to his ability and to each according to 
his need” wasn’t a bad mantra to live by, especially for 
those unable to distinguish between religion and 
superstition. 

And there was always hope, until the cuckoo Blair 
landed in the nest along with his New Labour cronies. 

Now white-collar crooks rule town halls, hospitals 
and so on, eager to hang on to obscene salaries in 
spite of the dire economic times we live in. 

When I worked in banking, three per cent over base 
was a punitive rate. Now banks charge 19 per cent 
over base and employ fat-cat lawyers to successfully 
defend their theft from clients’ accounts by way of 
charges - in spite of OFT recommendations. 

Nearing the end of my life, if I had no children and 
grandchildren, I’d bid it - life, I mean - a cheery wave 
as I say goodbye.

Patience over water 
work is appreciated 

I am writing to tell your readers 
that South East Water’s £1 million 
project to replace 22 cast iron water 
mains pipes in Heme Bay is more 
than hallway through. 

Work in 12 roads is completed 
and more than three kilometres of 
new pipes have been installed. 

It is essential we carry out this 
work as the water pipes in town 
were first laid more than 80 years 
ago and are reaching the end of 
their working life. 

The company has been working 
since last summer at locations 
across town, replacing old pipes 
with new, stronger plastic pipes. 
Despite difficulties caused by snow 
in November and December, the 
programme is still on course to 
complete by the beginning of April. 

We have been delighted with the 
support and patience shown by the 
people of Heme Bay in those 
streets we have been working in. 

We now move into the town cen¬ 
tre in order to complete the work 
over the next few months. 

In total, 5km of cast iron pipeline 
is being replaced with plastic pipes, 
which will bring to an end to mains 
bursts that result in an interrup¬ 
tion to drinking water supplies and 
traffic disruption. 

In order to carry out this work in 
a safe manner, it will be necessary 
for South East Water’s contractors 
to use traffic management along 
the roads affected, but pedestrian 
and resident access will always be 
maintained, and certainly up to the 
point of excavations. 

As the methods will vary street to 
street, residents should keep an eye 
for signs advising of any dismption 
to the road. 

The pipe will be laid using a 
rolling workfront method, so at any 
one time only a small section of 
road will be affected, and then only 
for short periods. 

We would like to apologise for 
any inconvenience our work in 
Heme Bay causes, but we hope this 
short-term pain will be for a long¬ 
term gain as we secure drinking 
water supplies.

The partnership 
brings together four charities: the Soil 
Association, Focus On Food, Health Education 
Trust and Garden Organic.

This means a school-meals service 
serving healthy and sustainable food, practical 
food education and engaged pupils.

What are the advantages of growing your own? 


the first things people notice when switching 
to organic is the taste, which is much better. 

The most obvious advantage is safety. 
Pesticides and other chemicals are sprayed on 
inorganic food.

Are supermarkets a help or hindrance to local produce? 


A We have more than 400 schools across the 
South East enrolled in the programme. 
These are setting up gardens, getting young 
people cooking and growing, and visiting 
farms and businesses to understand more 
about food and where it comes from. 

We offer an award scheme and have gold-, 
silver- and bronze-award-winning schools. 

Will the trend towards carbon reduction aid your cause? 

A Absolutely. When we think about carbon 
footprints we tend to concentrate on how 
much energy we use directly, in our homes or 
travelling. This makes up our primary foot¬ 
print, but environmental impact doesn’t stop 
there. Food miles and packaging produce a 
secondary footprint. 

Over-packaged items and food brought over 
large distances all add to our carbon contribu¬ 
tion. Saving energy - and lowering emissions 
- isn’t only about changing light-bulbs and 
switching off appliances. 


A Large supermarkets don’t supply schools 
with raw ingredients. We have had a posi¬ 
tive response to our campaign from school- 
meals caterers who are applying for our 
Catering Mark and using 50 per cent locally- 
sourced ingredients. We encourage parents to 
use local suppliers and organic-veg-box 
schemes, but all the large supermarkets carry 
organic ranges now.

What is the future for food distribution and choice? 


A The way food is distributed nationally has 
production, consumption and trading prac¬ 
tices that destroy the environment, harm ani¬ 
mals and are deeply unjust. I would like a 
return to local-food-hubs, with enough pro¬ 
duced locally for all. It is madness to have only 
three or four large ‘food factories’ for staples.

Real impact set to 
help cfisabled in PE 

NINE times football champions of Europe 
Real Madrid are working with the 
University of Kent on groundbreaking 
sport research. 

The university is the first in the UK to 
sign up with the famous Spanish club’s 
Real Madrid International School, which 
it created in 2006 to boost sports research 
in higher education. 

The University of Kent study will look 
into how trainee teachers view getting 
pupils with disabilities involved in PE. 

Kent’s Dr Sakis Pappous, a spot man¬ 
agement studies expert, will be working 
with researchers from Spain’s University 
of Granada on the project. 

He said: “Real Madrid has established a 
foundation which funds research projects 
with universities across Europe, but Kent 
is the first UK university to receive fund¬ 
ing under this scheme. 

“Real Madrid aims to foster the creation 
of knowledge and advanced research and 
stimulate the integration of the academic 
and sports worlds. 

“This project will have an intercultural 
element looking at how trainee teachers 
in both the UK and Spain view the inclu¬ 
sion of pupils with disabilities in physical 
education.” 

The research will include sports science 
and psychology researchers from both 
universities, including psychologist Dr 
Sofia Stathi from the University of Kent. 
The University of Kent has been given 
_6,000 by Real Madrid for undertaking 
the research. 

The University of Kent also has cam¬ 
puses in Paris and Brussels and has 
partnerships with more than 100 univer¬ 
sities in mainland Europe.

We are determined to ensure 
every pupil in our school has heard of the 
values.” 

Over the last two years girls at the school have 
been working hard to make sure the Olympics 


have an impact in the area. So far they have 
given a presentation to more than 300 parents, 
students and dignitaries about the Olympic val¬ 
ues at a nearby sports college. 

They also spoke to primary school pupils in 
Barham School to encourage them to join in 
with the spirit of the games, as well as other 
students at netball and football festivals. 


They used the opportunity to give out certifi¬ 
cates based on fair play and respect for their 
opponents. 

And the school invited bronze Paralympic 
rowing medallist Alistair Mckean to a family 
sports festival, where the Canterbury man 
spoke about equality in sport and how it is 
important to let eveiyone take part.

STEPHEN K Amos is experiencing 
the biggest boom of his career. 

The comedian has recently been starring in 
his own self-titled TV show on BBC Two and is 
seen as one of the brighest new stars in the 
comedy firmament. 

And now he’s bringing his The Best 
Medicine show to Canterbury. 

“I’m feeling good about life right now,” he 
said. “I was really flattered that the BBC saw 
fit to give me the chance to do my own show, in 
this day and age if you are a comic on TV you 
don’t always get that platform to show all the 
different things you can do, so I saw it as a real 
great opportunity to show a bit more of myself. 

The Stephen K Amos show went out on BBC 
Two on Friday nights at 10pm, but the series 
ended in the run up to Christmas. 

Stephen said of what he wanted to achieve 
with it: “I kind of hark back to the old style of 
Dave Allen with the feel of the show. It’s quite 
gentle and I embrace the variety nature of 
shows like that as I didn’t think that kind of 
thing was happening as much on TV anymore, 
so to help to try and revive it is something that 
it’s great to be involved with. 

“I didn’t want to do another bog-standard 
stand-up show. With that in mind we threw in 
some sketches, some bits with the audience 
and then some musical acts that you might 
not see on things like Michael McIntyre’s 
Comedy Roadshow. I just wanted to throw 
some more in there to mix it up a bit.” 

Stephen turned to comedy 15 years ago but 
never thought he’d make a career out of it. 

He said: “I was studying law at the time 
but decided I’d try my hand at stand-up and 
simply haven’t stopped. It was never part of 
my plan to live this life. I wanted to be a 
lawyer and see where that took me. 

“I’d never tried stand-up before, or any 
comedy and never been to a comedy club, so 
to me it was like a totally new medium. 

“I just took the attitude from the start 
that it was all about having fun on stage 
and not being too fearful of it. 

“That was probably helped initially by 
the fact that at the early shows a lot of my 
friends turned up. They found me funny 
anyway, but they obviously couldn’t be 
there every time I had a show and so they 
started to stop coming. But the laughs con¬ 
tinued and I decided to keep it going. 

“People always say to me it must be the 
most petrifying thing to do, but the worst 
that can happen is that people don’t 
laugh. It might be uncomfortable for a 
while but you’re not going to die. There’s 
usually a lot of goodwill in audiences too. 
Most people go to comedy nights to 
laugh, they want to laugh.” 

Stephen promises that his touring 
show is very different to his TV work. 

“This is live, unedited and in the 
moment. I try and keep it as fresh as 
possible. If something that is new 
material to me feels right I will do it 
and try it out. I try not to stick too rigid¬ 
ly to any script.” 

Stephen begins his tour in mid- 
January and says that he believes com¬ 
edy is having a real renaissance at the 
moment. 

“It’s absolutely going through a boom 
time. That’s got to be a good thing. I 
think we’ve all had enough of celebrity 
chefs. There was a time when you could¬ 
n’t turn on the TV without seeing one, 
but that seems to have died off a little. 

“People want to have a laugh when they 
get home.There are other art forms and 
stand-up comedy really is one worth putting 
on TV.”

PAUL Dunton is a man who likes 
to make things happen, and he is 
proof that a bit of initiative can go 
a long way. 

His efforts have been key in 
helping to establish a scene for 
quality music in Tunbridge Wells. 

The Grey Lady Music Lounge 
in the Pantiles has been a venue 
for music for ten years now, since 
its reopening. 

Paul is one of the artists who 
has helped it become a runaway 
success with his candlelit show¬ 
cases for those who have somet¬ 
hing to say with their music. 

A musician himself, the story 
started when Paul found himself 
a regular on the bill. 

He said: “The owner offered me 
a residency on a weekly basis as 
an artist, and I was really 
flattered and accepted. It was 
quite out of the blue for me and it 
started out on Wednesday nights, 
with me playing there once a 
week and carried on that way for 
a while. 

“But after a while I decided to 
turn it into something else.” 

Five years ago the Paul Dunton 
and Guests nights began in 
earnest and the interest has 
grown, becoming a platform for 
solo artists and acoustic bands to 
play to appreciative audiences. 

He said: “The idea was to invite 
others to get involved. 

“I wasn’t sure that me alone 
playing every week was enough 
to sustain an interest, and I knew 
that to keep it fresh it needed 
others to get involved. 

“Pretty soon word really 
seemed to get around, to the point 
where it was growing organically. 
Then after about six months or 
so, CDs started to arrive in the 


post for me to listen to. That’s how 
the roster built up and now we 
have four acts that play each 
night and it has become a twice 
weekly thing.” 

He continued: “The standard of 
musicianship and songwriting 
ability is excellent, of a real high 
standard, and we offer that for 
just £5. 

“It’s worth coming along as I 
think it’s a great night and people 
are supporting local artists. 

“I haven’t really encountered a 
lot of negativity towards the 
nights as yet, despite them going 
for five years and it’s something I 
want to continue with for some 
time as it has had such a good 
reception. It has become an 
integral part of the local music 
scene and it really is packed out 
twice a week. If the appetite for it 
is there I see no reason to stop 
doing it and I hope people will 
continue to support it.” 

Before long the 32-year-old 
found himself at the centre of a 
small scene that was growing 
each week as more and more 
demos turned up for him. 

More bands and acts then 
started to ask for audition 
sessions to try and get on the bill 
at the Grey Lady. 

“It took me by surprise but it 
was a welcome surprise. The 
scene in Tunbridge Wells has a lot 
to offer, I’ve really discovered that 
and believe in what people here 
are doing.” 

Paul’s own music is what he 
calls a cross between classical 
and pop and when he plays he 
performs with a violinist, cellist 
and other musicians. 

He cites singer/songwriter 
Damian Rice as one influence 
and composer Samuel Barber as 
another and has been playing ten 
years now.

ONCE a luxurious adven¬ 
ture suitable only for 
James Bond, families with 
hyphenated surnames and 
tax dodgers, skiing has now 
become a great holiday 
choice for everyone. 

But it’s only in the last few years 
that new, innovative holiday 
companies have started toying with 
the limitations of the 70s-style week 
package and giving more choice to 
those who want to ski frequently, for 
short periods - and not much money. 

You can now nip off for three days 
skiing, two nights sleep, at a 
relatively low price, in order to keep 
those ski legs fresh. 

And having headed to the slopes 
with Skiweekender.com, I can 
confirm that during the course of 
one weekend, the turnover of guests 
at their lodge near the resort of La 
Clusaz, just an hour from Geneva, 
is dizzying. 

“It is more work,” admits Jess 
Shirley-Smith from the website, 
over a beer, at the end of a long day 
working at Les Aravis lodge. 

“Our aim is to make sure not a 
minute of a guest’s time is wasted.” 

Sure enough, we were on the 
slopes within two hours of arriving 
at Geneva airport and could 
immediately see the benefits of this 
kind of trip. Arriving mid-week for a 
short stay in March, the airport was 
quiet, and with our ski passes and 


equipment organised in advance, we 
were propelled effortlessly on to the 
deserted slopes by the grinning, 
youthful Skiweekender staff. 

Instead of being part of the 
weekend rush, we had the chance to 
ski like locals and found fighting the 
fatigue a little easier than normal 
with the help of blasting fresh air, 
exercise and a biere, s’il vous plait. 

“Staffing this kind of lodge is 
expensive,” says Jess, hours later, 
when we’re back in the lodge and 
plonked beside the bar. 

“Chalets tend to be run by couples, 
so it’s a different business model, but 
we work it out so the costs aren’t 
passed on to the customer. French 
hotels won’t do it this way; that’s one 
of the reasons we ended up buying 
this hotel ourselves.” 


Skiweekender.com offer a wide 
range of packages to suit the 
individual, rather than the needs of 
a tour operator: 

“We make sure everything is on 
tap as soon as guests get here,” says 
Jess. “The boots, lift passes, rides to 
the lifts - all those things which 
usually hold you up. And you also 
pay for these up front, rather than 
getting there and suddenly 
wondering where 300 euros went. 

“For us, the internet and Easyjet 
are key,” laughs Jess. “People like 
the idea they can take a day or two 
off work and they’re down the 
slopes. We see people coming back 
again and again. One guy has been 
three times, and blames his skiing 
addiction on us. Apparently we 
make made it too easy.”

£20,450).

You even get folding rear seats, allowing the 
rear of the cabin to be crammed far more than 
you would expect with that curvaceous roof.

to tame a fast and winding route either; the 
ride quality is stunning for such a capable 
sports car and I could imagine driving a huge 
distance in the RCZ without feeling jaded at 
the other end. 

The cabin is not a bad place to be either. 
Peugeot has made big strides here lately, 
opening up a lead over sister brand Citroen 
and arch-rival Renault. 

There is also decent storage space and while 
the RCZ can never pretend to be more than a 
2+2, it’s a decent one. 

Admittedly, grown-ups will struggle for 
headroom beneath the distinctive double¬ 
bubble rear roof; everyone said this would 
never be ported over from the original RCZ 
concept, but it has proved to be a practical way 
of using air flow to keep the rear screen clear 
of rain and crud. 

The RCZ is also environmentally-friendly for 
a ‘press on’ motor; our RCZ diesel pushes out 
just 139g/km of C02 and falls into road tax 
band-E (£110/year) and should average more 
than 50mpg - pretty impressive for a fun car. 

Will there be a roadster to attack the TT on 
both fronts? Peugeot has said ‘Non!’, but the 
demand is out there.

Minister says we've seen 
end of the housing boom 

BRITAIN’S property boom could be over 
for good, according to the housing minis¬ 
ter in the Coalition Government. 

Grant Shapps said homeowners 
should no longer rely on their houses to 
fund their retirement. 

He said ministers were hoping to engi¬ 
neer an era of “house price stability” in 
which property values would gradually 
be eroded by rising earnings. 

He suggested that in a ‘rational’ mar¬ 
ket, house prices might rise by two per 
cent while earnings rose by four per 
cent, making property more affordable 
over time. 

The Government is trying to encour¬ 
age councils and developers to build 
more homes to suppress the market and 
make it easier for first-time buyers to get 
on to the housing ladder. 

Mr Shapps, a Conservative, said a fall 
in the real value of houses would ease 
the “horrendous” situation faced by mil¬ 
lions of young people. 

He said property should “primarily be 
thought of as a place to be your home” 
rather than as an investment. 

“The main thing everyone requires for 
their subsistence is a roof over their 
head and when that basic human need 
becomes too expensive for average citi¬ 
zens to afford, something is out of kilter,” 
he continued. “I think the answer is 
house-price stability.” 

Give careful thought to 
your buy-to-let choice 

INVESTORS may wish to consider the 
location and nature of a property more 
carefully when taking out a buy-to-let 
policy, say experts. 

Analysts say buy-to-let is one of the top 
20 ways to profit from the current dip in 
the housing market, but urges people to 
be cautious about where and what they 
are buying. 

According to a survey most city centres 
have an abundance of flats, so the best 
returns come from letting three and 
four-bedroom houses to families. 

According to the findings some letting 
agents have experienced rises of 20 per 
cent in 2010, but they do not expect a 
great deal of capital appreciation until at 
least 2012. 

Buy-to-let landlords may also wish to 
consider empty properties as potential 
investment. 

David Ireland - chief executive of char¬ 
ity Empty Homes - said it is easier and 
cheaper to convert such dwellings than 
to construct new ones.

Slight price rise is not yet 
a sign of market recovery

THE latest house price index from 
the Nationwide Building Society 
has revealed a 0.4 per cent rise for 
the month of December compared 
with November. 

The latest rise means house prices are now 
just 0.4 per cent higher than this time last 
year, with the average UK home costing 
£162,763. 

Nationwide’s chief economist Martin 
Gahbauer, said: “Despite December’s increase, 
house prices have fallen in four out of the last 
six months and it would be premature to sug¬ 
gest the recent downward trend has been bro¬ 
ken on the basis of one month’s figures.” 

House prices came under pressure this year 
as a high level of instructions outstripped 
buyer demand. 

The prediction for house prices in 2011 is for 
a slight fall as demand for housing is expected 
to stay weak as a result of the uncertainty sur¬ 
rounding the economy and the Government’s 
massive spending cuts. 

Some experts are predicting falls of 
around five per cent in 2011, while many 
have suggested they could fall by as much as 
10 per cent. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders is predict¬ 
ing that the housing market will remain sub¬ 
dued in 2011, due to uncertainty surrounding 
the economy and the ongoing mortgage 
rationing by lenders - but is optimistic that 
stamp duty legislation could assist those 
wanting to buy for the first time. 

But it says lenders must be more flexible 
when deciding whether to assist them onto the 
housing ladder. 

Over recent times, demand has been weak 
as many buyers have adopted a “wait and see” 
approach as uncertainty continues to sur¬ 
round the economy and the Government’s 
spending cuts make prospective buyers cau¬ 
tious. However, the CML is hopeful that the 
£250,000 stamp duty exemption for first-time 
buyers may provide a modest boost to sales 
next year - particularly as the December 2011 
deadline looms. 

Despite this, the fact remains that first-time 
buyers continue to struggle to get onto the 


property ladder as lenders are still demanding 
large deposits. 

With regard to house prices, the CML 
expects them to fall modestly or stay flat next 
year as the availability of mortgages continues 
to “remain limited”. The body does not expect 
lending levels experienced during the housing 
boom to return for many years. 

Mortgage approvals are currently hovering 
around the 47,000 a month mark - this is less 


than half the level reached at the height of the 
housing boom in 2007. 

In the meantime, the CML predicts a modest 
rise in mortgage arrears and repossessions. 

The spokesman esplained this would be to 
reflect “the continuing pressure on household 
finances, the persistence of cases of long-term 
arrears and the government’s decision to cut 
help for borrowers by cutting payments of sup¬ 
port for mortgage interest.” 


Now's the time for first timers to get a mortgage 


MORTGAGE affordability in the UK for those 
looking to take their first steps onto the prop¬ 
erty ladder is at its most favourable for 12 
years, according to the latest annual Halifax 
First Time Buyer Review. 

Monthly mortgage costs as a proportion of 
income are now below the long term average 


and 40 per cent of local authorities are afford¬ 
able for first time buyers, a sevenfold increase 
on 2007, the report shows. 

The proportion of disposable earnings devot¬ 
ed to mortgage payments by a potential new 
first time buyer stood at 27 per cent in the 
autumn of 2010, the lowest since December 


1998 and almost half of the peak level of 50 
per cent in September 2007. 

This significant improvement in affordabili¬ 
ty over the past three years has been 
mainly driven by a combination of lower house 
prices and declining mortgage rates, the 
lender said.

Club to pay tribute 
to Afghanistan hero 

A COLLECTION will be held at 
Canterbury’s home game against Old 
Albanians on Saturday for the family of 
a player killed on active service in 
Afghanistan earlier this month. 

Joseva Vatubua, 24, was killed by an 
explosion in Helmand Province on New 
Year’s Day while serving with the Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders, 5th Scots. 

One of several Fijians to join 
Canterbury when his regiment was first 
based at the city’s Howe Barracks in 
2008, Vatubua was a regular in the club’s 
development side and he also played in 
the British Army sevens team. 

David Haigh, Canterbury press officer, 
said: “He was one of a group of Fijian 
boys from the regiment, they were all 
keen players, but he was the best. 

“He went to Afghanistan at the begin¬ 
ning of September so he had not played 
this season, but was a quality player and 
he was a regular last season. Joe was 
certainly a first-team player had the 
opportunities been there.” 

The club will use this weekend’s game 
at Merton Lane to pay tribute to 
Vatubua, raising money for his family 
and service charities. Kick-off is at 2pm.

“At the end of the season there was concern we 
were going to be down to 14/15 players, but we 
have 20 players on our staff this year,” he said. 
‘Yes, some are young ones, but 20 is a good num¬ 
ber and that means they all have a genuine 
chance of playing first-class cricket. 

“All of our senior players; and there was lots of 
talk about various players leaving and going to 
other counties, are now all staying and that 
means we have the nucleus of a very good side, 
which gives us a boost.
